[1] The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant invention is 
related to fingerprinting. 

[2] Prior art was found for and appUed in the previous action. Applicant uniquely claimed a 
distinct feature in the instant invention, which are not found in the prior art, either singularly or in 
combination. The feature is (emphasis added), "parameter set comprising parameters of ridge 
angle and phase offset". Here the phase offset is different from ridge spacing which is apparent 
from dependent claims 17, 19 and 21. This feature is not found or su^ested in the prior art.
